Similar activity is shown when­ 
ever there is a labor strike 
supported by Moscow 
The few Filipinos who have gone 
in for communism have not done 
very well, chiefly because they have 
not found an effective means of 
guarding their cash box. The local 
reds receive a subsidy, reported as 
$50 a month, from Moscow and the 
money is supposed to be used to 
.support students of communism in 
Russia. 
But when the last tune came for 
selecting a student to go to Moscow 
it was found that there were no 
funds 
Moreover it was further dis­ 
covered that one of the local leaders 
had bought an automobile 
This led 
to a split from which the organi­ 
zation has not fully recovered.
